In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  that  in  common  with  many 
adjoining  areas ^ there  is  some  reduction  in  the  birth  rateo  Once 
again  it  is  necessary  to  record  the  absence  of  any  deaths  due  to 
maternity  and  from  the  common  inf'eotious  diseases o 

With  the  absence  of  any  of  the  more  severe  infections,  such  as 
poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria 5,  it  is  perhaps  necessary  once  again  to 
emphasise  the  need  for  all  children  receimng  their  triple  vaccine 
and  their  oral  protection  against  polio5is,yelitiSc  It  is  not  always 
appreciated  that  it  is  on]l.y  by  maintaining  a high  level  of  immunity 
in  a community  that  these  diseases  do  not  appear^ 

The  formation  of  a Committee  for  the  purpose  of  oo=ordinating 
the  work  of  statutory  and  voluntary  organisations  directed  towards 
the  welfare  of  elderly  people  has  been  of  great  help  to  those  in 
need,  and  their  interest  and  work  deserve  all  the  support  to  which 
they  are  entitled  in  both  financial  directions  and  otherwise » 


I vvish  to  acknowledge  the  help  which  Dr^  Cooke  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  continues  to  give  us 
on  all  aspects  of  bacteriological  investigations  and,  in 
conclusionj  aay  I thank  the  Council^  the  Clerk  and  the  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health 
problems  and  the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation

I hav»!  the  ho^jour  fco  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  ended  3l3to  December,  19660 

The  Department  was  fully  staffed  thi^oughout  the  year  and 
conaequently  it  was  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  routine,  but, 
nevertheless,  most  important,  inspections  of  food  premises,  and  to  make 
satisfactorx  pi'^gress  in  initial  inspections  and  follow-up  visits  of 
premises  falling  withi-xi  the  scope  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Pi^emises  Act,  J9b,5o  The  co-operation,  of  food  traders  was  forthcoming 
and,  without  resort  to  formal  action,  a number  of  wash-hand  basins  with 
hot  and  cold  water"  and  facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment  were 
provided^  As  will  be  seen  f*rom  the  table  later  in  the  Report,  the  food 
premises  in  the  District  are  now,  with  very  few  exceptions,  provided  with* 
these  facilities^ 

Achievement  of  weekly  collection  of  ref^use  continues  to  be  a 
constant  challenge,  particularly  in  view  of  the  labour  shortage  which 
persisted  throughout  the  yearo  A considerable  amount  of  time  has  to 
be  directed  to  the  running  of  the  Cleansing  Section,  but  satisfaction  .3 
obtained  when,  as  during  19^6,  it  was  found  possible  to  give  a regular 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  to  all  px'operties  in  the  District 

The  cesspool  empi tying  service  was  satisfactorily  maintainedo  The 
Council  have  for  some  years  offered,  on  request,  four  free  emptyings  of 
cesspools  each  yearo  In  view  of  the  connection  of  properties  to  main 
drainage,  partic\ilarly  as  a result  of  the  completion  of  the  West  End 
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sewerage  scheme j,  the  Council  decided  in.  December  to  in^rove  this 
service  by  offering  a -fifth  free  clearance  per  year  where  necessaryo 

I would  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my 
appreciation  to  Mro  Aldus^  MrSo  Callna-nj,  MTo  Rapley  and  MTo  Yule
